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The 59th Annual Decoration Day Parade will be held on Sunday, May 20, 1945. 

The parade, consisting of Units, Societies and Associations, will form up at the 
Cenotaph at 1:45 p.m. 

Two markers from each Unit, Society or Association will report to the Marshal, 
100 yards north of the Cenotaph, at 1:30 p.m. Markers for Veterans’ Associations 
are to wear white brassards with name of Unit on the arm. 

A short Commemoration Service will be held at 2:00 p.m. The band of the Army 
and Navy Veterans’ Association and the Canadian Legion, B.E.S.L., will provide 
music for the service. The “Last Post” will be sounded by the Buglers of the 
R.W.R., and the “Lament” will be played by Winnipeg Police Pipe Band. 

MOTOR CARS — 

Motor cars belonging to invited guests will part in front of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company Store on the east of Memorial Boulevard with cars facing north in order 
of their numbers. Cars No. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 5X will park at the rear of the 
Cenotaph (entrance from Broadway) until after the service when they will be 
escorted to the head of the parade. 

Cars conveying the various Patriotic Associations will be formed on the west 
side of Memorial Boulevard facing north. Entrance to the Boulevard will be by way 
of Broadway, Colony Street and St. Mary’s Avenue to be in position by 11:00 p.m. 
Portage Avenue end of Colony Street will be closed to vehicular traffic. 

With the exception of guest cars, which will be numbered, all cars will be 
clearly labelled with the following colours and in the undermentioned order: 

GREEN—Right— Elmwood and St. Boniface. 

BLUE—Left —Brookside and St. Mary’s. 

RED—Centre —St. John’s and Shaarey Zedek. 

Names of Branches, Auxiliaries or Associations must not be placed on 
the windshields or rear windows of automobiles. 

At the close of the United Service at the Cenotaph the cars of the invited guests 
and cars conveying Associations will move off at medium speed to the City Hall 
Monument, when a halt will be made and official wreaths will be placed; they will 
then continue to the various cemeteries.
